I there 18 anything calonlated to
disgust our honest men with elective govern-
ment, it is a visit to that centre of small cor-
ruption, and an interview with the job®ers and
lobbyists who throng the halls of legislation,
There i no use of pretending virtnons indig-
nation, nor yet of shutting our eyes asainat
that which, however much to rogrettod,
exizls, What we now peed 5 a remedy, and
a romedy which will be effective aud perma-
nent is a difficult wmatter to seoure.

There seems, however, to be a way of
escaping from the power of these ecorrapt
Representatives, The olass who indulge in
this sort of business—for thero are many who
make it & business—is divided into the lobbyists
or oulsiders, and the legislators or officinls,
The size of our Logislature is guch as to hold
forth a powerful inducoment to bribery. The
House oonsists of one hundred moembers and
the Senate of thirly-three, On every question
on which there is any difference of opinion, the
Senate must be tolerably equally divided, so
that three or four votes will either pass or de-
feat any public or private hLill. The
sequences are, that if there be two corrapt
members of the Bemate, they have a full oppor-
tunity of plying their trade of black mail
utterly regardiess of truth or decency,
and almost certainly escape deteteion.
In the House of Representatives the same
is true to a greater eoxtent, and as the
price of a vote is lower, it is easy to purchase
a greater number. The result is, that to be
a member of the State Legislature is to exposa
yourself to unjust suspicions, and to be
brought in contact with the lowest and vilest
kind of political chicanery. The corraption at
Harrisburg is seldom sufficiently large in any
one instance to reach any show of respect-
ability, but is so petty, so small, as to be only
denominated thieving. Wethiuk that all this evil
can be remedied by inereasing the number of momliers
of the Legislature, 1f, instend of having one hun-
dred and thirty-three, we were to have five or
six hundred, there would be no chance for cor-
raption, or, at least, the rewnrd for the puor-
chase of one vote would be s0 small as to re-
move all inducements to bribery.

This idea i3 acted upon in mnearly all the
New England States. The Legislature of New

Whereas, The bonds of the Commonwealth,
and  certain  cervifieates of indebtednesa,
amounting to TWENTY-THREE MILLIONS
OF DOLLARS, have been overdue and' unpald
for some Uime past;

Section 1. Be it enacled by the Senale and House
of Representudives of the Commoniwenlth lz Penn-
sylvania in General Asvembly met, and 1¢
enacted by the awthority of the same, That the
Governor, Auditor-Genernl;, and State Troa-
surer be, and are hereby, authorized and om-
powered to borrow, on the fuith of the Com.
